fo:eſatd, to be Held in the uſual place at Weſtminſter, ypon the four and twentieth day of January 
next enſuing ; And this Committee do hereby exhozt and require all perſons of what condition 
loever. that in the meantime they do not act oz pzomote any thing to the diſturbance of the pub- 
lique Peace, but that they do demean themſelves peaceably accozding to the Law, expecting 
_andreſolving to fubmtit unto what the Parliament ſhall in their wiſedom think fit to Ozder 
concerning the great affairs of theſe diſtracted Nations, wherein they humbly pzap and hope 


that the Lo2d Will be pleaſed to vouchſafe His gractous pzeſence and aſſiſtance, 
Given at Whitehall this 14. day of December.
